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Dean students hear theories of coverup in JFK assassination

FRANKUN - Robert Katz of 
the Assassination Information 
Bureau in Cambridge feels the 
assassination of President John 
F. Kennedy wax- part of a 



conspiracy covered up by 
government agencies. 

Addressing about 400 people 
at De an Junior Collaee-lrere 
Tuesday night, Katz made the 
conspiracy and coverup 
charges after showing films and 
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JFK assassination 1 
to be discussed 
“Who Killed JFK," a 
lecture-film presentation, 
will take place at Frank- 
lin’s Dean Ju nior College 
WedneadayTTebrSTaTJ 1 in 
Marvin ChapeL The public 
is invited. 

This program features 
Robert Katz, a free-lance 
journalist who, with the 
cooperation of the Wash- 
ington-based Committee 
to Investigate Assassina- 
tions, has amassed infor- 
mation concerning the 
events which surrounded, 
the assassination 
'\fc^Kennedy. 
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slides that he hoped supported 
those allegations. 

Katz showed a “copy of a 
copy” of a film made by 
Abraham Zapruder who filmed 
the ill-fated Kennedy motor- 
cade on Nov. 22, 1963. 

The original film was pur- 
chased shortly after the 
assassination by Time Inc. for 
$306,000, Katz said, but for 
unexplained reasons has not yet 
been shown publicly, 
j Katz said “bootleg copies” of 
the film were made during the 
time the Warren Commission 
subpoenaed the film from Time 
Inc. in its investigation of the 
assassination. 

The original film was studied 
by the Warren Commission 
before it concluded Lee Harvey 
Oswald acted alone In the 
killing of Kennedy. 
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at his throat and beginning to 
lean forward after he is first 
hit; then he is suddenly rocked 
violently backward to his left, 
indicating Kennedy was shot 
from the front and not the 
School Book Depository to the 
rear, as concluded by the 
Warren Commission.

Katz also showed slides of 
hree persons being arrested by 
lallas police shortly after the 
ssassination on vagrancy 
barges. 

The three, Katz said, were 
rresled on a railroad car that 
as leaving from an area where 
gun could have been fired, 
counting for Kennedy’s being 
iolently forced backward, as 
epicted in the “bootleg” 
'Zapruder film.
